Sugar Requirements for 1949 
Set by USDA at 7,250,000 Tons 


Secretary of Agriculture Charles F. 
Brannan on December 23 announced 
the determination that 7,250,000 short 
tons, raw value, of sugar will be 
needed to meet the requirements of 
consumers in the continental United 
States for the calendar year 1949. 
The final determination for 1948 was 
7,200,000 tons. 


N.C.A. joined with other associa- 
tions representing industrial users of 
sugar in the presentation on Novem- 
ber 15 of a recommendation to the Sec- 
retary that the 1949 determination be 
made at 7,940,000 tons. Domestic 
sugar producers suggested that the 
figure be set as low as 6,900,000 tons.

Fisheries Wage-Hour Case 


The case of McComb v. Consolidated 
Fisheries involving the interpretation 
of the fishery exemption in the Fair 
Labor Standards Act was argued in 
the U. S. Court of Appeals for the 
Third Circuit on December 21. 


The Wage and Hour Administrator 
in this case asked for an injunction 
against a menhaden fish processor, 
charging that the employer had failed 
to pay the required minimum wages 
and overtime pay to ten employees— 
a cook, a watchman, an office employee 
and seven maintenance men. The de- 
fendant contended that these em-

Sugar Requirements for 1949 
(Concluded from page 417) 

In the press statement announcing 
the 7,250,000-ton determination, the 
Department of Agriculture made the 
following comment with reference to 
sugar prices: 

“Current prices are somewhat below 
the relative levels indicated in the 
Sugar Act as a consideration in de- 


termining sugar requirements. In fact, 
they are below $8.40 per hundred 
pounds, which was the price prevailing 
when price control was discontinued. 
In view of the reduction in stocks, how- 
ever, it is expected that the demand 
for quota sugar will improve substan- 
tially and that the announced deter- 
mination will achieve the objective set 
forth in the Sugar Act of providing a 
supply of sugar for the year at prices 


which will ‘not be excessive to consum- 
ers and which will fairly and equitably 
maintain and protect the welfare of 
the domestic sugar industry’.” 

Stocks of sugar held by refiners may 
be considered as normal under pres- 
ent conditions, USDA said. Other 
sugar inventories also are believed to 
be at normal levels. Therefore, no 
allowance was made for either a sur- 
plus or deficiency in inventories.

Nutrition Publicity 


Information about publicity result- 
ing from the Association's nutrition 
exhibit and press conference on nutri- 
tion this week includes evidence of 
more coverage both in newspapers and 
on the radio. 


Tiny Ruffner’s “Ladies Man” broad- 
cast over WOR, New York, has cited 
the nutritious qualities of canned foods 
on two occasions.

“On the average, taking an over-all 
picture of fruits and vegetables, you 
always find better value in qammen 

s. And here’s another im 
tant point: You'll always find in those 
canned foods, on the average, more 
nourishment and more of the vitamins 
and minerals that are supposed to be 
in the vegetable in question because 
the canned foods are always packed 
at the height of the season of the vege- 
table or fruit under consideration.” 


On an earlier broadcast, Mr. Ruffner 
said: 


“There’s more vitamin C in the 
canned juice (than in the fresh orange 
juice) and here’s the reason: There's 
no waste at all. Science has proved 
that the canning method preserves 
the vitamin content in fruits and fruit 
james and preserves all the vitamins 
n vegetables, too.” 


Gilberta Walton, in a program en- 
titled “Report to Women” over WMBI, 
Chicago, noted: 


“You may be pocrtan down the drain 
some of the dollars your food budget 
could use. The National Canners As- 
sociation says it has found many peo- 
ple waste untold amounts of food value 
by throwing away the excess liquid 
from canned foods.

STATISTICS 


Canners’ Fruit and Vegetable 
Stocks and Shipments 


Canners’ stocks and shipments of 
canned corn, peas, sweet cherries, 
peaches and pears have been compiled 
by the Association’s Division of Sta- 
tistics. The 1948 pack of canned pears 
is reported for the first time. 

The California and Washington- 
Oregon pack and stocks of sweet cher- 
ries, peaches and pears were compiled 
by the Canners League of California 
and the Northwest Canners Associa- 
tion, respectively. 


Canned Sweet Cherries 


December 1, 1948, canner stocks of 
canned sweet cherries amounted to 
285,074 actual cases, compared with 
stocks at the same time a year ago of 
121,000 cases. Although the pack this 
year was nearly 327,000 cases more 
than in 1947, the December, 1948, can- 
ner stocks were only’ about 164,000 
cases more than at the same time last 
year.

Canned Pears 


The 1948 pack of canned pears 
amounted to 4,141,729 actual cases, 
which was about 1.8 million actual 
cases less than the 1947 pack. 


In spite of the smaller pack and a 
carryover of only 801,411 cases, De- 
cember 1, 1948 canner stocks were 
nearly 17 percent greater than the 
2,707,000 cases reported for Decem- 
ber 1, 1947. 

The pack report is a summary of 
all canners known to have packed 
pears in 1948.

ployees were exempt from the mini- 
mum wage and maximum hour pro- 
visions under Section 18(a) (5) of the 
Fair Labor Standards Act. 


The U. S. District Court for the Dis- 
trict of Delaware held on January 30, 
1948, that these employees were ex- 
empt and denied the injunction. (See 
INFORMATION LetrTer for February 7, 
1948, page 111). The Administrator 
took an appeal from this decision to 
the Court of Appeals. 


Because of the importance to the 
entire fishing industry of the issues 
involved in this case, Alaska Salmon 
Industry, Inc., California Fish Can- 
ners Association, Inc., Monterey Fish 
Processors Association, National 
Shrimp Canners Association and 
Maine Sardine Packers Association, 
Inc., appeared as amici curiae (friends 
of the court). A brief was filed on 
behalf of these five trade associations, 
and their counsel was granted time 
to argue in the Court of Appeals. 


Counsel for the Administrator urged 
in the argument that the fisheries ex- 
emption included only those employees 
who are engaged directly in the activi- 
ties listed in Section 138(a) (5)— 
“catching,” ‘‘taking,’’ “canning,” 
“processing” etc.—and it was alleged 


that since the cook, the watchman, the 
office employee and the maintenance 
men did not handle the fish directly, 
they were not exempt. Counsel for 
the fish processor and counsel for 
amici curiae asked the Court to adopt 
the plain meaning of the words in Sec- 
tion 18(a)(5). The fishery exemp- 
tion includes all those employees that 
a fish processor has to hire at his dock 
and plant to can, process, store, mar- 
ket and distribute the fish and fish 
products, according to the argument 
of counsel for amici curiae. 

It is expected that the Court of Ap- 
peals will not hand down its decision 
in this case until early in the new 
year.
